O U R S E E D S A N O T H E W A R 


There is no doubt but that the seed 
market will be affected by the war. 
The seeds which have been imported 
from European countries will be con­ 
siderably short. 
So far. seed growing in general has 
not been profitably done in the United 
States. 
Even some carrots, parsnips, 
radish and turnip seeds have 
been 
shipped to us from over the seas. 
Of 
course the seeds which we import and 
which we do not raise ourselves 
will 
advance in price during the next sea­ 
son. 
The flower seeds which come 
front Germany, the cauliflower seeds 
which conte front Denmark, the beet 
seeds which come from Germany and 
Austria arc among those which will 
advance in price. 
However, there are individual grow­ 
ers who have made this business 
a 
success and they say there is no rea­ 
son why we should not be 
able 
to 
raise our own seeds; with every kind 
of soil and every kind of clim ate in 
the United States. 
One of these suc­ 
cessful seed growers who 
lives 
in 
W ashington, D. C., was asked what 
principle he worked on, what the sec­

WAR ODDITIES 


LIVE STOCK IN THE UNITED 
STATES 


For the first time In many years, in­ 
formation collected by the U. S. De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture shows that all 
classes of live stock in 
the 
United 
States are increasing 
in 
numbers. 
Thus the real facts contradict absolute­ 
ly, sensational reports that prices for 
m eat and shoes would rise to unpre­ 
cedented figures in the immediate fu­ 
ture. 
It has even been said that a 
governm ent 
statistician 
predicted 
meat at 50 cents a pound and shoes at 
$10.00 a pair within the 
next 
two 
years. Such a prediction, the real gov­ 
ernm ent statisticians say. is quite un­ 
warranted. 
On January I, for example, the 
number of beef cattle showed an in­ 
crease of 3.4 per cent over the num ­ 
ber a year ago, and an actual increase 
of 5.212,OOO head. 
H itherto the num ­ 
ber of beef cattle in the United States 
has declined .steadily since 1910. There 
arc also more milch cows in the colin- 
ti" than last year, the increase being 
2.5 per cent, or in numbers 
525,000. 
Swine, however, showed the greatest 
increase of all classes—9.6 per cent. 
On January I, 1914. there were only 
bs,933.000 swine in the country, 
on 
January I, 1915, 64,618,000. This is ac-

300,000 horses from us, the total ex­ 
ports since the war began have cer­ 
tainly been much less than 100,000 and 
very likely not 
over 
75,000. 
Since 
there 
are 
approximately 
25,000,000 
horses altogether in the United States. 
tile drain on account of the w ar 
is 
scarcely alarming. 
It is in fact pointed out by govern­ 
m ent statisticians that Hie 
m arket 
value of farm horses has actually de-J 
din ed to such an extent that the aver­ 
age is now about $6 a head less than 
a year ago. 
This decline is most no­ 
ticeable in the cotton states and in 
those states which make a business of 
breeding horses for sale in other sec­ 
tions. Mules have declined even more 
than horses, their value being 
now 
$11.50 per head less than a year ago. 
The explanation is to be found in the 
depression on account of the cotton 
situation in tile south, which is the 
great m arket for mules. An improve­ 
m ent in this respect will do much to 
restore the demand for 
horses,

government 
specialists 
while 
ridiculing the notion of a horse famine 
are convinced that farm ers will find it 
profitable to use good work m ares for 
breeding more stock.
